Nor 
did the Armenians make any reiifta'nce, after their Com¬ 
mander Demonax , who began the Fight, ran away. 
Cotys, King of the leffer Armenia , hindred his progrefs 
for a time, fome of the leading Men having gone over 

to the other fide. But he was kept within his Duty. 

" by the tetters Cafar fent him *, and every thing feem’d 
to favour Mithridates , now grown more bloody than 
• he ought to be in a Kingdom newly conquer’d. Bflt 
while the Parthian Kings were preparing for Battle, a 
Confpiracy was difcovered, carry’d on by their own 

People, which induc’d ’em to enter into a Confedera¬ 
cy, which they did by joining Hands, and fwore at the 
Altars of their Gods, to revenge the Treachery of 
their Enemies, and have a Reciprocal Regard and Re- 
. fped for one another. Bardanes was thought molt pro¬ 
sper to keep pofleffipn of the Kingdom, whil’ft Com- 
sues, that he might give no jealoufie, retir’d to the fur¬ 
ther nioft part of Hircania. Upon Bardanes\ s return, 
Seleucia fiirrendred, after having held out feven Years, 
ilot without difgrace to the Parthians , whom one City 
had fo long eluded. 

10. After this he enters the Provinces that were 
molt fortify’d, and proceeded to recover Armenia , if 

lie-had not been flopp’d by Vibius Marfas y Lieutenant of 

Syria, 
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Syria, who threatned to declare War againft him. In

Stately .Monuments were ereded at a vaft 
expence •, and, having never heard that any Tribute 
was paid by thefe People to any of the Arfadda. marches 
hack, big with Pride, and more Intolerable to his Sub¬ 
jects than ever; who, having laid their Defign before¬ 
hand,* furpriz’d him as he was a hunting, and keen af¬ 
ter the fport, knock’d him 0’ th’ Head, in the Bloom 
of his Youth, and in greater Reputation than any of 
ms Anceftors, had he endeavour’d to make himfelf be- 
lov’d by his Subjects, as he did to be fear’d by his Ene* 
mies. Bardanes'* Death put the Kingdom into a Com- 
buftion, being unrefolv’d to chufe who fhou’d fucceed 
him: Several inclin’d to Gotarz.es; Others were for 
Meherdates of Phrabates* s Race, who was given to us for 
a Hoftage. Gotarz.es Intereft at laft prevail’d, and ha-? 
ving no fooner got i/ito the Throne, but compell’d the 
Parthians by Luxury and Cruelty to fend Deputies to 
the Roman Emperour, to let Meher dates privately efcape 

and come and enjoy his Father’s Kingdom.

men of Quality: And, by a Law, reftrain’d the Severity 

of Ufurers, Forbidding the lending of Atony to Sons under Age, 
to be paid with Interest upon the Death of their Fathers : And 

brought theWater,from under the/w&r/^w-hills,in Pipes 
to this City- added and publilh’d new Figures to theLet- 
fers of the Alphabet,it being certain that the Greeks did 

not find out and finilh theirs at the fame time.

14. The Egyptians were the firft that exprefs’d their 

Conceptions of Mind by Figures of Animals, (thefe 
Were the ancient’ft Monuments of Man’s Memory, im- 
prefs’d on Stones) and they give out, that they were 
the firft Inventors of Letters.From them thePhanicians 
who were Matters of the Sea, tranfplanted ’em into 
Greece, and had the honour of inventing that which 
they learn’d from others : For the receiv’d Opinion is. 
That Cadmus , while he was on Board the Phoenician 
Fleet, taught his Art to the Greeks , who, as yet, were 
ignorant. Some tell us, that Cecrops the Athenian , or 
Linus the Theban , or Palamede the Argive , before the 
Peftru&ion of Troy, found but 16 Letters-, afterwards 
others, efpecially Simonides, the reft. But, in Italy, 

the Etrurians learn’d ’em of Damaratus of Corinth , and 
the Aborigines of Evander the Arcadian and the Latin 

tetters were writ after the fame manner as the old 
Greek were. We too had but few at firft •, the reft, 
in procefs of time, being added. This ferv’d for an 
Example to Claudius to add three, which were up’d

and Temples, in which are publifh’d the Decrees of 
the Senate.

whenever the Commonwealth was in danger , thefe Men had 
often been fent for , by whofe Advices the Ceremonies were re i 
new*d and decently perform’d. The Mobility of Etruria, of 
their own accord , or the Senate’s impulfe , retain’d the Science 
and cultivated it in their Families * but now grown cold y 
through a contempt and neglett of Liberal Arts , and preva* 
lency of Foreign Superftition. At prefent indeed things went 
well * but thanks were to be given to the Gods , That thofe Sat 
cred Rites , which were obferv’d in difficult times , were not 

forgot in better . Upon this an Ad was made, That tie 
Prtefls jhou’d injpett what was fit to be retain’d and confirm’d 

relating to the Arufpices.

Cafar, having Equipp’d him with Mony, and 
appointed him a Guard, advis’d him to receive boldly the 

Honour that had been in his Family j and confider 7 that he 
was born at Rome, not as an Hofiage , but a Citizen^ now 

going to command abroad . At firlt he was. welcom to 
the Germans , and the more, that not fiding with any 
Fa&ion, he carry’d himfelr impartially tp all *, every 
body was full of his Praifes: One while he was Affable 

and Temperate* Qualities that were lik’d by all \ then 

again 
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again he wou\l play the good Fellow , which made thofe 
Barbarians mightily pleas’d with his Temper. And 

now his Reputation began to exert itfelf far and near, 
when thofe who raadc fome fort of Figure, during the 
Troubles, growing jealous of his Power, left him and 
went off to the adjacent Nations, complaining. That 

the old German-Liberty was loll , and the Romans at the 
Head of every thing: swas hard that none were to be found 
in their Country , worthy of a Crown y but the Race of Fla¬ 
vius the Spy . It fignify’d nothing to trump up Arminius’* 
Title , whofe Son , brought up in an Enemies Country , if he 
jhou’d ever come to the Crown , might be dangerous , as being 
corrupted by Foreign Fenfions y Slaves , Cufioms and Fajhions . 
But if Italus was of his Father’s Mind y none ever fought 
more dejperately again It his Country and its Religion than his 
Father and Mother . 

17. Upon thefe and fuch like Remonftrances, they 
got together great Bodies of Men, nor was Italus fol¬ 
low’d by a lefs number, faying, The Prince they ferv*d 7 

to as not thru It upon ’em again It their Will , but was of their 
own choice \ and fince he was of nobler Extraction than any 7 
they were refolv’d to try if his Courage, was equal, to it 7 and 

whether he had any of his Vncle Arminius w his Grand¬ 
father Catumer’j Blood in him : That he did not blufb 7 that 
his Father never broke his Faith with the Romans , which 
he made upon the injligation of the Germans : That Liber¬ 
ty was falfiy pretended and call’d fo by thofe , who at home 
dat’d do nothing , and yet were continually grumbling a- 
gainlt the Government y hoping to find their Account by the 
Divifions amongH us. The Mob fhouted about him, 

who efteem’d him the more for his late Vi&ory gain’d 
amongft ’em } but in a little time loft himfelf quite 
with’em, his Succefs fo altering his Temper, that he 
grew infupportable, and was forc’d to quit his King¬ 
dom \ but being reftor’d, by the afliftance of the Lom- 
bards, he harafs’d their Country, fometimes gaining,

Equality of G reatnefi was the fir ft Motive that induced the 
Roman Emperors to enter into Treaties with' other Prince :• 
hut that betwixt him and Claudius proceeded fiom a ViElory 
gaind , in which they had equal jljare • That Wets the heft 
War that ended in Mercy.
